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DETAILED ACTION 

The Amendment filed 9/23/2008 has been received, entered into the record, and carefully 
considered. The following information provided in the amendment affects the instant application 
by: 

Claim 2 has been amended. 
Claims 1, 3-14, and 18-21 have been canceled. 
Remarks drawn to rejections of Office Action mailed 8/7/08 include: 

102(b) rejection: which have been overcome by applicant's amendments and have been 
withdrawn. 

A request for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.1 14, including the fee set forth in 
37 CFR 1.17(e), was filed in this application after final rejection. Since this application is 
eligible for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.114, and the fee set forth in 37 CFR 1 . 1 7(e) 
has been timely paid, the finality of the previous Office action has been withdrawn pursuant to 
37 CFR 1.1 14. Applicant's submission filed on 9/23/08 has been entered. 

An action on the merits of claims 2 and 15-17 is contained herein below. The text of 
those sections of Title 35, US Code which are not included in this action can be found in a prior 
Office action. 
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Claim Rejections - 35 USC §102 
Claims 2 and 15-17 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by 
Dietmann et al. (US Patent 3,506,653). 

Dietmann et al. disclose the compound N6-(4-bromobenzyl) adenosine. See compound I 
on column 6. This is seen to be the same compound as 6-(4-bromobenzylamino)purine riboside 
as set forth in claim 2. Dietmann et al. also discloses compositions comprising the same with 
polyethylene oxide and glucose (see column 6, lines 1-13). The disclosed compounds and 
compositions comprising the same are seen to meet the limitations of claims 2 and 15-17 of the 
instant application, as the intended use is not seen to make patentable the compositions claimed 
which are identically disclosed in the art. That is, the prior art's compositions could have 
functioned in the same way as the instant compositions, as they contain the same amount of the 
same agents, and thus are seen to be the same. It is noted that Dietmann et al. also discloses 
additional species which would anticipate the instant genus, such as compound L (6-(2- 
methoxybenzylamino)piirine riboside); and compound E (6-(3,4-dichlorobenzylamino)purine 
riboside) to name a few.
